It was learned today that Kurt von Lersiier, head of 
the ( legman delegation here, called on Secretary du ha Ma 
of the Conference Monday, and told him that Germany 
had made such a decision. 
This attitude is taken as confirming reports of a sharp 
reaction in G erm any within the last fortnight.

observers of German developments have 
expressed

members of the peace conference the view that there has 
been a complete transformation of the situation in Ger­ 
many, and that it is due to the failure of the United States 
Senate to ratify the peace treaty. 
These observers declare that while the m ajority of 
the Germans, before the Senate’s adjournm ent, desired the 
treaty ratified as quickly as possible, they are now sup­ 
porting the governm ent’s attitude in resisting the demand^ 
of the Allies for indemnity for the sinking of the German i 
beet at Scapa Flow, recompense for which was provided 
in the protocol.
